The Montreal General Hospital Has 
15,000 of Them Every Year.’ 

The out-putient department) hag 
been a lencis: feature of the Mont- 
real Gener:!’ Hospital for well-nigh 
one hundred years,’ or’ more explicit- 
ty, from its foundation in 1821. The 
hospital has just added greatly to its 
facilities for attending to this branch 


| of its work by the establishment on 
“the ground floor of the commodtous 


and modern wing to the east of, and 
adjoining’ ‘the old bullding. Here 
come every: day hundreds of people, 
poor, unfortunate, afflicted, needy, for 
the care of the healing bands of the 
surgeon and physician and none are 
turned coldly away, even if they have 
not a cent in their pockets. Here in 
the course of a year sixty-five to sev- 
enty thousand visits are pald by fif- 
teen thousand patients, each coming 
on an average, four or five times. The 
only. charges are five cents for regis- 
tration, and five cents for the bottle 
which contains their medicine handed 
out at the dispensary. Here is sti- 
tioned a nurse to follow up certain 
cases In the homes and to arrange for 
monetary relief when destitution ren- 
ders relief necessary and .to check 
cases where charity is likely to be un- 
dergoing abuse. All this work is 
maintained from the hospital fund 
which is maintained by ‘private sub- 
scriptions, 

‘Passing through the temporary en- 
trance in the north end of the out- 
door department the patient goes to 
a suite of oflices where a nurse sees 
and sends him to his clinic. The 
names of all who present themselves 
for treatment are inscribed on cards 
and properly indexed while another 
set of indexed cards contains observa- 
tions on their calls and case. Here 
they receive instructions where to go 
and pass to the waiting enclosure for 
their turn, if they are new cases. The 
old cases sit upon benches till a man 
calls oul their names. The waiting 
room will contain about three bhun- 
dred persons. 

Supposing his case is a Peureical 
one, and the great majority of the 


ycases are, the patient proceeds to the 


surgeon’s receiving room in the ex- 
treme eastern wing, Here are found 
the chief of clinic and his assistants. 
Men are sent to rooms on his right 
and the women to rooms on his left 
for private examination. Here are 
also the’ dressing rooms for male and 
female patients, one across the hall 
from the other and the female one 
being on the south side. Then there 
is a nurse’s office and supply room. 
Next is the gencral operating room 
used also for troubles of the nose, 
throat, eye and ear.. A complete 
sterilizing outfit is In another room. 
Then ure the rooms for recovery from 
anesthetics, On the north side is a 
special sanitary tiled reom for sup- 
purating cases, then the serles ct 
rooms for skin and vencreal diseases. 
These open-into a large. demonstrat- 
Ing theatre for skin diseases, next a 
room for nose und throat. troubles, 
with a. dark room for the examination 


“of special cases. The nose and throat 


room is beautifully fitted up from a 
surgical point of view. Noticeable, 
especially, are many steel enamelled 
nose and throat chairs. 

Between the east and west wings 
in the centre is where the patient gets 
his cards and a doctor’s prescription, 
has it filled at the dispensary, pays 
five cents tor the bottle, and) passed 
out into St. Dominique street. 

‘The west wing is:for medical cases. 
The patient goes down a long corri- 
dor and enters the main medical | 
elinic. There is a central recelving + 
room, three roums.on one side and: 
three on the other for the examina: | 
tion of cases, 2 theatre for teaching 
medicine, .A series of four rooms: and 
bathrooni are provided for diseases 
of women. Next is a.clinic’ for the 
nerve speciniist, and you pass through 
a fire wall into the old building. You 
then:find two big rooms for eye and 
ear cases, va dark room and a group 
of five rooms devoted to orthopatdics, ;
